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Against Rezoning Torrance Blvd.
Editor

Subject: Case 310. Rezoning from R-3 to C-l Commercial 
West of Madrid on Torrance boulevard:

Following is a list of reasons that the majority of the Plan­ 
ning Commission based their negative vote on regarding the 
rezoning of this area after giving it weeks of study.

Changing zones is a serious matter, and could set a precedent 
we would all regret later on.

From 1940 to 1950 the property before this commission for 
change of zone was situated in Zone R-3 (Limited Multiple Family 
Residence).

In 1950 a new Zone Plan for the City of Torrance was pre­ 
pared and the Commission, after reviewing all the facts, recom­ 
mended that the section remain in this sanie Zone (R-3). How­ 
ever, the Commission, realizing that the normal growth of bus­ 
iness should be considered in this area, extended the business 
zone from Cota westerly to Madrid avenue. Since this addition 
of business zoning, there have only been approximatqfy four 
commercial units constructed in this area. Further there are 
11 lots still vacant and 21 improved and semi-improved with 
residential units available for business ventures.

By removing the present dwellings there are available 
32 building: sites which are at the present time located in a C-l 
Zone. (Retail Commercial.)

In the area under hearing we have a total of 2 vacant lots. 
The balance is built up with approximately 14 4-family flats, 
16 single dwellings, 4 commercial lots (Corner Crenshaw Blvd.)

To change the Zone on this street at this time would be 
detrimental to values of the existing structures by allowing small 
business buildings to encroach in front of Homes and Apartments.

Generally speaking, combination of stores and apartments 
are undesirable from the standpoint of both the store and the 
apartments. Streets or other spaces congested with parked auto­ 
mobiles of the. apartment dwellers district provides a poor resi­ 
dential environment, especially for children.

Changing this Zone R-3 to C-l Commercial \vould no doubt 
increase the land value, but whether this would offset the in­ 
creased assessed valuation which could cost these property 
owners considerable more in their tax bills in questionable.

We believe that the highest and most economical use of the 
land in question, at this time, Is for Limited Multiple Family 
Residence Zone R-3.
